The Pokt-OIHce Delivery Clerk. 


The post-office deliver}' clerk is tm 
official paid by the Government of Hie 
United States to make tin* traveling 
ublic, and those who have not got lock 
pa - - 
that there are worse things than not 
pu 
boxes paid for quarterly in advance, foci 


getting the letters they expected. The 
worse things are the deliver}’ clerk him­ 
self and the manner in which he treats 
the anxious inquirer. There is no im­ 
petuous haste about the movements of 
the deliver}* clerk, but, instead, there is 
a calm repose of manner and leisurely 
disregard of time, as he turns to his 
pigeon holes to look for a letter for you, 
and, becoming interested in the reading 
of a postal-card, forgets all about your 
presence. 
We heard a man say, the other day, 
that the average delivery clerk is of a 
retiring disposition—he will retire be­ 
hind a desk for half an hour to finish 
reading the catastrophe of a Seaside 
Library novel, w hile the unlettered pub­ 
lic howl like fog-horns outside, aud 
id on the sides of the window w ith 
leir sticks and umbrellas. 
The post-office delivery clerk is really 
a very mild and inoffensive creature— 
when ne is dead or discharged. 
In his 
official capacity, however, he is not ex­ 
cessively communicative or oppressively 
Solite. He never comes out of his wiu- 
ow to chat with a friend, or to point 
out to a stranger the way to the court­ 
house. There are several characteristics 
and eccentricities of the delivery clerk 
that may be worth mentioning, lie 
will look at the inquiring one in a pre­ 
occupied sort of way, and when the 
latter states that his name is J. F. Wil­ 
son, and asks if there arc any letters for 
him, the clerk will go into a reverie over 
about forty letters that he w ill fish out 
of theW box.

ocean, there exists a cTeat desert al­ 
most destitute of useful vegetation and 
sparsely inhabited by a wandering and 
Impoverished jieo^le. Such is the Des­ 
ert of Sahara, in Northern Africa, which 
stretches from tim Atlantic almost to 
the Indian Ocean, ami from tho Atlas 
Mountains to the fertile regions of the 
Niger, covering an irregular arca which 
is from 500 to 1,000 miles in w idth aud 
about 2,500 miles in length, or nearly as 
large as the United Stales. 
A desert is 
by no means ilia*ie up of plains of sand. 
In the eastern part of the Sahara there 
y e numerous fertile spots called oases, 
aud fnun north to south about midway 
of the continent runs a eliaiii of barren 
mountains, which rise hen* and there 
into peaks some of which an* from 6.000 
to 10,000 feet in height. North of the 
desert and not far from the Mediterra­ 
nean an* the Atlas Mountains, which 
begin iii Morocco, ami, extending east­ 
ward, lose themselves iii sandy hills not 
far from the deba of the Nile. 
Iii the 
narrow strip north of the Atlas rango 
there is a great deal of fertile and well- 
w atercd territory, especially in Algiers 
ami Tunis, whicft have been appropriated 
by the French. The streams which 
flow from the southern slopes of these 
mountains soon lose themselves iii a 
sandy region roamed over by Bedouins 
ami having for its chief product the date 
palm. 
it is no wonder that the French, w ho 
first settled in Algiers aud Tunis, and \ 
then gradually appropriated the terri- j 
tory, as they claim iii self-defense*, 
should become impatient of the broad 
w aste south of their rich districts, which 
shelters their enemies, separates them 
from the Soudan, whose products they 
arish to purchase, and produces nothing 
except salt which is of use to com­ 
merce. 
It is only natural that they 
should try to render it available for 
safety and -commerce by every means 
that "science can suggest Hitherto the 
cities of Morocco, Algiers, Tunis aud 
TrijH>ii have maintained communication 
w ith the Niger, Timbuctoo, Lake Tchad, 
Darfur and the Upper Nile by means of 
caravans, which are compelled to carry 
water and provisions enough to supply 
them during several w’eeks of travel, 
and at the best are able to lay down on 
the shores of the Mediterranean small 
and very expensive supplies of goods. 
The French have contemplated tw’o 
railroads into the Soudan, one of them 
frt un St. Louis, on the western coast, 
winch is intended to follow up the 
Senegal 
to a point in the interior, 
whence it will diverge for a few 
hundred miles to the navigable waters 
of the Niger, and so give access to 
Tifiibuetoo by steamboat. The length 
of this road will scarcely exceetl a 
thousand miles. A more difficult and 
expensive project, which French en­ 
gineers have 
deemed feasible, aud 
which the French Government has 
favored, has been the building of a 
railroad southwestward to the Niger 
near Timbuctoo, an entire distance of 
1,500 miles. Tile murder of an

There is still 
another portion of the Sahara in 
which even the oases are said to 
be 150 feet below the level of the 
sea. This extends southeastward from 
the Gulf of Sidra, in Tripoli, to Middle 
Egypt* a distance of five or six hundred 
miles, forming a basin which could be 
flooded from the Mediterranean at com­ 
paratively little expense, were any Eu­ 
ropean nation sufficiently interested to 
undertake iL These three basins com­ 
prise about one-third of the Sahara. 
Were they turned into inland seas the 
remainder of the desert would probably 
be fertilized by the evaporation from so 
vast a body of water, new districts 
would be cultivated, new cities and 
towns created, wild tribes would be sub­ 
dued and civilived. and the commerce 
of the world would be greatly benefited. 
The only objection to these 
great 
schemes lias so far come from Italy, who 
fears that such climatic changes would 
follow as to endanger her annual rh in­ 
fall and imperil her agricultural welfare, 
an anxiety that seems reasonable to no 
scientists except lier own.—S an Fran­ 
cisco Chronicle.

The Latest Arctic Calamity. 


The burning of the steamer Rodgers 
i in St. Lawrence Bay. just inside of 
Behring Strait, adds anet her to the list 
of Arctic calamities without any suf­ 
ficient result. 
The expedition which 
sailed in the Rodgers was organized in 
the spring of 1881 by authority’ of Con­ 
gress, in order to search for the Jean- 
I nette, from which nothing had l»een 
i heard for many months. 
The steamer 
I was a whaler, built in Bath, Me., in 
j 187D, bought iii San Francisco for $100,- 
I OOO for this expedition, ami manned 
by volunteers from the navy. 
It was 
I renamed the Rodgers out of compliment 
to Rear Admiral Rodgers, who was 
I chairman of the board that laid out the 
j route and detail of search. Tile vessel 
| was a very strong and stanch vessel, 
| quite different from the Jeannette, ami 
} carried a great spread of canvas. It 
! made a good voyage last summer and 
| fall, starting from S t Lawrence Bay’ 
I August ll, after having heard there the 
story, telegraphed to this country last 
I fall, of a water-logged ship with four 
; frozen corpses in her forecastle, and of 
I white stragglers seen on the land, which 
I was then connected w ith the Jeannette, 
j though without any probable grounds, 
j It may, however, have influenced in 
some measure the course taken by the 
j expedition. 
The Rodgers stopped at 
I Herald Island, passed thence to Y\ rangel 
j Land and anchored in a tine harbor, 
while Inuits were sent around east and 
1 wi#d, and a party went inland, tho re- 
J suit being to establish the fact that 
i Wrangel is only an island and not, as 
! had been surmised by’ some, a great 
polar continent. No traces of any human 
visit were found except the record of 
the revenue cutter Corwin’s visit a short 
time before. 
The Rodgers returned 
southward and went into winter quar­ 
ters at St. Lawrence Bay’, where it 
seems the ship has now’ been destroyed 
by some strange accident. 
There had 
been ample |>reparations math* 
|pr 
searching the land in the spring, and 
the supply of provisions was very* large, 
so that the loss is considerable. Hie 
(•dicers and crew, thirty-seven men in 
all. arc at Tiapka, a small settlement 
near Cape Serdze, northwest of the har­ 
bor where they* wintered. The list com­ 
prises Lieutenant Robert M. Berry, 
commanding the expedition. Master ll. 
S. Waring, Master C. F. Putnam, Fu­ 
sions Hunt and Stoney, Meredith Jones, 
Surgeon, Assistant Engineer /ane ami 
Pay Clerk VV. IL (older. Gilder is an 
«‘\|H*ri« tired Arctic traveler, was with 
Srhwatka in his expedition, and wrote 
the story <»f it; and now has the addict 
exjierience of a walk of between l.ikO 
and 1,400 miles over Siberian wastes, to 
\ erkhoyansk. 
whence 
he wilt the 
courier who met Mr. Jackson at Cst 
Villii, a jdace on the Aldan River, a 
branch of the Lena. Terklun ansk is 
IOO miles north of Yakutsk, and half 
way between that town and the* coast of 
the I.**na delta where Melville is search­ 
ing for De Long’s and Chij»j»'s crews.

commonly’ give out light than any’ other 
fish. 
It's a greasy oil that shines and 
comes of! on your hands. I’ve put st 
of it in a glass of milk, and there w as 
such a blaze that I read a paper by it. 
The light lasts on a dead fish about four 
days, but if it comes up cold it disap­ 
pears, and 
conies again when the 
weather is milder, 
in fresh waiter it 
soon disapj>ears. 
Alcohol, whisky or 
alkalies stop it; but common salt or 
honey makes the light much brighter. 
No, I’m not a chemist, but w’c have to 
pick up all these points in preserving 
li>h, and this light is supposed to appear 
on fish when they arc getting stale; but 
that isn't always the case. 
I'vt* been 
through the market here in tin* dark, 
when you could sec little patches of 
light on the stands, and some of the fish 
stood out just exactly as if they wort 
afire. 
We had a big horse mackerel 
here two years ago, and I never saw 
such a sight in my’ life. 
In tin* dark it 
seemed that flames were springing out 
all over it, and you could read a paper 
six inches away*. 
“ I’ve seen some quod* sights. 
Two 
years ago I went menhaden fishing, and 
one day as we were going up tile Sound 
one of the hands said lie hoped w’e wen 
not going off the Point, meaning Mon­ 
tauk. 
I asked him why’. 
He seemed 
kind of offish, but at last let out that lit 
hail seen ships sailing about in the fiend 
of night, in a dead calm. 
I laughed at 
him, but two nights later we came to 
anchor at Gardiner’s bay, and as it was 
a hot night we stretched out on deck. 
In the middle of the night I was 
awakened by’ some one giving me a 
tremendous jerk, and when I found 
myself on my’ feet my’ mate, shaking 
like a leaf, was pointing over the rail 
I looked, and, sure enough, there was a 
big .schooner about an eighth of a mile 
away, bearing down on us. 
T here 
wasn't a breath of wind in the bay’, 
but on she came at a ten knot rate, 
headed right for us. 
‘Sing out to the 
skipper,’ I said. 
* It’s no use,’ said my 
mate, hanging onto me. 
‘ It's no ves­ 
sel.* But there she was, within a hun­ 
dred yards of us. 
Shaking him off, I 
sw’ung into the rigging, and yelled, 
4 Schooner ahoy!’ and shouted to her to 
bear away, but in a second the white sails 
were right aboard of us. 
I yelled to 
the hands and made ready’ to jump, 
when, like a flash, she disappeared, and 
the skipper came on deck w ith all hands 
and wanted to knew’ if w’e had the jim­ 
jams. 
I’d have swrom that I had seen 
the Flying Dutchman but for one thing. 
We saw’ the very same thing about a 
week afterward. 
The light passed 
around me and went uj> the bay. 
I got 
out the men and seine and followed in 
the path of the phantom schooner, and 
as sure as you are alive W’e made the 
biggest single haul of menhaden on 
record. The light, to my mind, was 
nothing more nor less than the phos­ 
phorescence that hovered over the big 
shoal. 
The oil from so many millions 
of fish moving along was enough to pro- 
duce a light, and you will find men all 
along the shores of Long Island that 
believe that there is a regular phantom 
craft that comes in oft’ and on—sort of 
a coaster in the spirit trade. 
I saw’ an 
account of something like this iii the 
Portland papers sometime after, and 
they thought it was very remarkable; 
but wherever you find menhaden you 
may look out for queer lights on the 
water—phantom ships and the like."—
